Canada Wants Place 
On Governing Body 


Washington.—Canada has filed a 
formal protest against the proposed 
composition of the governing body 
!of the international labor office to be 
established under the League of Na- 
tions, The point at issue is regard- 
ed by the Canadian delegation here 
as of the greatest moment, It in- 
volves the right of Canada, by reas- 
on of her industrial importance, to 
name one of the members of the goy- 


jerning body rather than to take her 


chance of clection as one of the na- 
tions of lesser importance, from the 
industrial point of view. 

The international labor office 
(which will be controlled by the goy- 
erning body), forms part of the per- 
manent organization created to fur- 
ther application of the labor prin- 
ciples embodied in the peace treaty, 

Its governing body is to consist of 
24 members. Vwelve will represent 
the governments, six will be selected 
by the employers’ delegates to the in- 
ternational labor conference, six by 
workers’ delegates to the conference, 
Of the twelve government represen- 
tatives, eight will be nominated by 
the members of the conference which 
are of chief industrial-importance. 

The remaining four will be nomin- 
ated by the other government dele- 
Gates to the congress, The govern-

ing body will consist of 24 members, 
comprising. which eight nations are 
of industrial importance and there- 
fore empowered each to name a re- 
presentative on the governing body. 
The organizing body of the labor 
conference has reported in’ favor of 
the following: 
United States, 
i France, Italy, 
erland and Spain. 


Ti German delegates ‘are admitted 
to the conference, Germany, by rea- 
son of her industrial importance, will 
be entitled to a seat on the governing
